Bill No, 55 of 1963 

A Bill 0 amend the Delhi Development Act, 1957. 

Bk it enacted by Parliament in the Fourteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Delhi Development (Amendment) 
Act, 1963. 

81 of 1987. j 2 . In section 2 of the Delhi Development Act, 1957 (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act), for clause (1), the following clause 
shall be, and shall be deemed always to have been, substituted, 
namely: — 

'( l ) the expression “land” shall have the meaning assigned 
of 1894 , 10 to it in section 3 of the Land Acquisition Act, 1894.'. 

3. In section 3 of the principal Act,— 

(a) in sub-section (3), for clause (g), the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“ (g) three other persons to be nominated by the Central 
! Government, of whom one shall be a person with experience 

of town planning or architecture; and”; 

( b ) after sub-section (3), the following sub-section shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“(3A) The appointment of the vice-chairman may be 
20 either whole-time or part-time as the Central Government 

may think fit but the appointment of the finance and 
accounts member and the engineer member shall be whole¬ 
time.”; 
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(c) for sub-sections (4) and (5), the following sub-sectlbns 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“ (4) The vice-chairman, if he is a whole-time member, 
the finance and accounts member and the engineer member 
shall be entitled to receive from the funds of the Authority 5 
such salaries and such allowances, if any, and governed by 
such conditions of service as may be determined by rules 
made in this behalf. 


(5) The vice-chairman, if he is a part-time member, and 
other members specified in clause (e), clause (f) and io 
clause ( g ) of sub-section (3) may be paid from the funds of 
the Authority such allowances, if any, as may be fixed by the 
Central Government in this behalf.”; 


(d) in sub-section (6), for the words “two members”, the 
words “three members” shall be substituted.

4. In section 5 of the principal Act, in sub-section (1), for the 
words “the zonal development plans and generally on the planning of 
development of Delhi and on such other matters”, the words “on such 
other matters relating to the planning of development, or” shall be 
substituted. 

After section 5 of the principal Act, the following section Bhall 
be inserted, namely: — 

“5A. ( 1 ) The Authority may constitute as many committees 
consisting wholly of members or wholly of other persons or partly 
of members and partly of other persons and for such purpose or 25 
purposes as it may think fit. 


(2) A committee constituted under this section shall meet at 
such time and place and shall observe such rules of procedure in 
regard to the transaction of business at its meetings as may be 
determined by regulations made in this behalf. 3° 


(3) The members of a committee (other than the members 
of the Authority) shall be paid such fees and allowances for 
attending its meetings and for attending to any other work of the 
Authority, as may be determined by regulations made in this 
behalf”,

master plan or the zonal development plan as it thinks fit, being 
modifications which, in its opinion, do not effect important 
alterations in the character of the plan and which do not relate 
to the extent of land-uses or the standards of population density.

to the master plan or the zonal development plan whether such 
modifications are of the nature specified in sub-section (1) or 
otherwise. 

(3) Before making any modifications to the plan, the Autho- 

r 5 rity or, as the case may be, the Central Government shall publish 

a notice in such form and manner as may be prescribed by rules 
made in this behalf inviting objections and suggestions from any 
person with respect to the proposed modifications before such 
date as may be specified in the notice and shall consider all 

20 objections and suggestions that may be received by the Autho¬ 
rity or the Central Government. 

(4) Every modification made under the provisions of this 
section shall be published in such manner as the Authority or 
the Central Government, as the case may be, may specify and 

2 5 the modifications shall come into operation either on the date 
of the publication or on such other date as the Authority or the 
Central Government may fix. 

(5) When the Authority makes any modifications to the 
plan under sub-section (1), it shall report to the Central Gov- 

30 emment the full particulars of such modifications within thirty 
days of the date on which such modifications come into opera¬ 
tion- 

(6) If eny question arises whether the modifications propos¬ 
ed to be made by the Authority are modifications which effect 

35 important alterations in the character of the plan or whether 
they relate to the extent of land-uses or the standards of popu¬ 
lation density, it shall be referred to the Central Government 
whose decision thereon shall be final. 
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(7) Any reference in any other Chapter, except Chapter in, 
to the master plan or the zonal development plan shall be con¬ 
strued as a reference to the master plan or the zonal development 
plan as modified under the provisions of this section.”. 

8 . In section 12 of the principal Act,— 5 

(a) for sub-section ( 1 ), the following sub-section shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“(1) As soon as may be after the commencement of 
this Act, the Central Government may, by notification in 
the Official Gazette, declare any area in Delhi to be a deve- I0 
lopment area for the purposes of this Act: 

Provided that no such declaration shall be made unless 
a proposal for such declaration has been referred by the 
Central Government to the Authority and the Municipal 
Corporation of Delhi for expressing their views thereon 15 
within thirty days from the date of the receipt of the refer¬ 
ence or within such further period as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may allow and the period so specified or allowed has 
expired.”; 

(b) in the proviso to sub-section (3 ), after the word “may”, 20 
.the words* figures and letter “subject to the provisions of sec¬ 
tion 53A” shall be inserted. 

9. For section 15 of the principal Act, the following section shall 
be, and shall be deemed always to have been, substituted, namely: — 


“15. (1) If in the opinion of the Central Government, any 25 
land is required for the purpose of development, or for any 
other purpose, under this Act, the Central Government may 
acquire such land under the provisions of the Land Acquisition 
Act, 1894. 1 of 1894. 

(2) Where any land has been acquired by the Central 30 
Government, that Government may, after it has taken possession 
of the land, transfer the land to the Authority or any local 
authority for the purpose for which the land has been acquired 
on payment by the Authority or the local authority of the 
compensation awarded under that Act and of the charges incur- 35 
red by the Government in connection with the acquisition.”* 
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10 , Sections 16 to 20 of the principal Act shall be, and shall be 
deemed always to have been, omitted. 


11. After section 22 of the principal Act, the following section 
shall be inserted, namely: — 

“22A. Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (2) 
of section 12, the Authority may, if it is of opinion that it is 
expedient to do so, undertake or carry out any development of 
any land which has been transferred to it or placed at its dis¬ 
posal under section 15 or section 22 even if such land is situate 
in any area which js not a development area

of which the object would be defeated by the giving of the 35 
notice or the postponement of the institution of the suit-”.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Delhi Development Act, 1957, requires the Delhi Development 
Authority to prepare a master plan for Delhi and to promote and 
secure the development of Delhi according to that plan. The master 
plan came into force with effect from the 1st September, 1902. Under 
the provisions of the present Act, the mester plan has become a 
very rigid document and it is considered that there should be an easy 
procedure for making modifications and minor deviations in the plan 
which are found necessary in the process of actual development. 
Some changes are inevitable and unless these can be expeditiously 
effected, the actual work of development would be greatly hampered 
from time to time. 

It is also felt that the provisions of the Delhi Development Act, 
1957 regarding acquisition and disposal of land operate to the disad¬ 
vantage of the public and Government consider that the land for 
development of Delhi should be acquired under the ordinary law, 
viz-, the Land Acquisition Act, 1894. 

The working of the Delhi Development Act has also revealed 
the need for certain other amendments to ensure smooth and speedy 
implementation of the master plan for the Capital. These amend¬ 
ments inter alia provide for the constitution of committees, con¬ 
ferment of power on the Authority to carry out development when 
expedient even in areas not formally declared as development area, 
borrowing money with the approval of the Central Government and 
the creation of a sinking fund for certain purposes, conferment of 
power on the Administrator of the Union territory of Delhi to ter¬ 
minate by demolition or otherwise any contravention of the master 
plan where a local authority has failed to take the necessary action, 
levy of betterment charges on properties situate outside develop¬ 
ment areas which have substantially benefited by the development 
work and power to provide for the prior examination of rules, regu¬ 
lations or byelaws proposed by local authorities to secure compliance 
with the provisions of the master plan. 

The Bill seeks to give effect to these changes.

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PRESIDENT’S RECOMMENDATION UNDER ARTICLE 117 
OF THE CONSTITUTION OF INDIA

The President, having been informed of the subject matter of the 

Delhi Development (Amendment) Bill, 1903, recommends under 
article 117(3) of the Constitution of India the consideration of the 
Bill in the Lok Sabha. 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

The land required lor development in Delhi is acquired by the 
Chief Commissioner, Delhi, on behalf of the Central Government 
under the Land Acquisition Act, 1894, and then the same is placed 
at the disposal of the Delhi Development Authority, local bodies, the 
Government and the various Co-operative House Building Societies 
according to their requirement. The cost of the land acquired is 
met initially from the Revolving Fund of Rs. 5 crores placed at the 
disposal of the Chief Commissioner but the same is recouped from 
the Delhi Development Authority and other bodies when land is 
transferred to them. During the last two years, approximately 15,000 
acres of land have been acquired and allotted for development to 
the various agencies referred to above. It is estimated that during 
the next five years the Chief Commissioner, Delhi, will be acquiring 
about 20,000 more acres of land for the proper implementation of the 
master plan, at an estimated cost of about Rs- 27'2 crores, as indi¬ 
cated below: — 

(i) Acquisition of 16,000 acres of land 
in the urbanisable area of Delhi (a) 

Rs. 15,000 per acre (average rate). .. Rs. 24- 00 crores. 

(ii) Acquisition of 4,000 acres of land 
in Narela Ring Town @ Rs. 8,000 per acre 

(average rate). .. Rs. 3*20 crores.

Total: Rs. 27*20 crores. 

It is expected that the whole land acquisition programme would 
be financed from the Revolving Fund already available with the 
Chief Commissioner. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 5 of the Bill which seeks to insert new section ,5A in the 
Delhi Development Act, 1957, enables the Authority to constitute 
committees and provides for regulations to be made for the sum¬ 
moning and holding of meetings of the committees, the time and 
place of such meetings, the conduct of business thereat and the fees 
and allowances payable to the members for attending the meetings, 
etc., of the committees. The proposed section 11A under new Chap¬ 
ter IIIA, provides for certain modifications to the master plan and 
the zonal development plan. Sub-section (3) thereof contemplates 
framing of rules for prescribing the form and manner of the notice 
which the Authority or the Central Government, as the case may be, 
are required to publish before making any such modifications. The 
proposed sub-section (2A) of section 30 and sub-section (3) of 
section 31 of the Act also provide for the framing of rules by the 
Central Government for prescribing procedure which the Adminis¬ 
trator of the Union territory of Delhi will be required to observe 
before taking any action thereunder. Similarly, Central Govern¬ 
ment has been empowered to frame rules for indicating factors for 
the guidance of the Authority in levying betterment charge on pro¬ 
perties referred to in clause (ti) of sub-section (2) of the proposed 
section 37. Other amendments proposed in sections 56 and 57 are 
of a consequential nature. All these matters to be specified in the 
regulations and the rules are matters of detail and the delegation of 
legislative power is of a normal character.
